"T>ARK FULL" is a

lands in the near future 
if more land isn't set 
aside now for nature 
reserves and recreation 
areas. 

This is the prediction of 
Dr. Donald McMichael, 36, 
new Director of National 
Parks and Wildlife in 
N.SW„ who wes his first 
and moftl important task as 
the securing of land while 
tl i 5 still available. 

<l In terms of world stand- 
ards and our potential 
needs, we haven 1 ! enough 
land set aside for reserves," 
he said earnestly. "WuVe 
eot two million acres in New 
South Wales now. This 
sounds a tot of land, but it 
U only one percent of the 
total area. The world stand- 
ard is three to five percent." 

Why it this so important? 

Dr. McMichael believes it 
is the key to the quality of 
life. 

w PeopJe must have the 
opportunity to get away 
from the constrictions of ■ ity 
life — to fret out and enjoy 
the freedom and beauty of 
nature, 1 ' he said. 

"Already the parks around 
Sydney are becoming 
crowded, I took my family 
camping to Wombeyan 
Caves recently. There were 
about 90 separate families at 
Ac spot where we camped, 
and there must have been 
several thousand people in 
the area-" 

This mi#hi not sound 
many people for *uch an 
area, he explained, Iwt to 
preserve natural features 
and also give visitors the 
necessary feeling of freedom, 
the number of people using 
a park should not be mo 
high. 

"If the parks are over- 
loaded with people, they will

start to suffer. A "Park Full' 
sign would make ptople 
appreciate the parks, the 
need to preserve them, and 
to have more of rhent." 

Dr. McMichael said the 
reitcrvrng of large areas of 
land was the only way in 
which animai and plant 
species could be preserved 
foT the knowledge and 
enjoyment of future genera- 
tions. 

Once the land has been 
secured, he. wants to improve 
the control and management 
of the parks to the point 
where people realise how 
much they contribute to 
their enjoyment of lifr. 

'*We have to build up 
public appreciation or parks, 
persuade- people to use. them 
proper ly f and to regard 
ihrm at something precious 
1 hat mw»l be preserved for 
their children," he said. 

"Muirt Sydney people 
haven't experienced thr full 
values of national parks such 
as exist in America or 
Africa* 

"Many know the reserves 
near the city, such as the 
Royal National Park, but 
how many know .the wild, 
free beauty of the Warrum- 
bungle National Park, which 
is a totally different experi- 
ence? 

'People nred not only 
the recreational parks bul 
strictly controlled reserves 
where they can 'get away 
from it all — get out and en- 
joy the wiidness of nature." 

Another part of nature Dr. 
McMichael ti very anxious 
to preserve ii the coastal 
sea. 

"There are a lot of 
changes occurring along the 
coastline due to pollution, 
heavy fishing, etc., and some 
areas must br preserved, not 
only for the nature lover hut 
also for the scientist. 

"I would like to see a 
marine park established 
somewhere on the north 
coast, with underwater obser- 



vation facilities. People 
shouldn't miss the chance to 
sre the colorful marine life 
of a fub-trupical regiom n 

A big, gentle man, Don 
McMichael combines an in- 
stinctive love of nature with 
a scien rm's. dedication 10 
preservation. 

"f don't like unnecessary 
destruction," he said. "When 
I was younger, I went hunt- 
ing with friends a couple of 
limes, but 1 couldn't Rce any 
pleasure in killing animal*. 
Finally, T refused to go 
Again.

"I don't have fanatically 
strong feelings aj^ainst kill- 
ing animah — controlled kill- 
ing for food is acceptable, I 
think, but I just don't see 
the point in hunting for 

Glcasurc. Shooting skills can 
e tested much more 
accurately on a target than 
an animal. * 

As a hoy, Don McMichael 
was always fascinated with 
science subjects. When he 
left school, he joined the 
Australian Museum as a 
trainee and began a icience 
degree course at the Univer- 
sity of Sydney. He graduated 
with honors in Zoology and 
was appointed assistant 
curator in the shell depart- 
ment of the Museum. 

A Fulbrighl Travelling 
Scholarship took him to Har- 
vard University, where he 
got his Master's degree and 
a doctorate in Biology. 

He returned to the Austra- 
lian Museum and became 
deputy director. 

Through membership of 
the Natiunal Trust, he be- 
came interested in the need 
to preserve Australia's 
natural beauties, and this in- 
terest led him to accept the 
post of Director of the Aus- 



tralian Conservation Founda- 
tion last year. 

He leaves this post in 
November to take up his 
new job. 

"When yon become a 
scientist, it can lead to all 
sorts of in terming associ- 
ated fields, taking in politi- 
cal and administrative 
interests and social respon- 
sibilities," Dr. McMichael 
said. 

"1 still enjoy pure st:i en- 
title work, but the field of 
conservation II of Rich wide 
social importance that I am 
very attracted by the chal- 
lenge." 

As Director of the Aus- 
tralian Conservation Founda- 
tion, Dr. McMichael has 
beeu responsible for such 
projects as the conservation 
of the Great Barrier Reef 
and Norfolk Island. 

"Conservation of ttatural 
icsources is one of the 
fundamental problems of the 
world today." he said. u With 
our numbers increasing so 
rapidly, there is going to be 
2 tremendous pressure on 
natural resources In the 
future" 

Now Dr. McMichael is 
concerned with the conser- 
vation of wildlife and areas 
of natural beauty. 

''As a biologist, I have 
the necessary background for 
this problem, as conservation 
of wildlife is primarily a 
biological problem," he said. 

Dr, McMichael said it was 
hard to say how many Aus- 
tralian animal species were 
now extinct because of man's 
thoughtless encroachment on 
the land. 

"Bui one thing is certain — 
many species once common 
have now become extremely 
rare and are in danger of be- 
coming extinct if nature 
reserves are not established. 

"Effective conservation of 
wildlife can only be achieved 
through the conservation of 
tanit 



The suggestion that kan- 
garoos should be grazed a> a 
"crop animal/' like sheep, 11 
a good one, Dr. MeMichaui 
believes, 

"This could be the key to 
thi* cosiscTvarion of kan- 
garoos," be said. "Grazier* 
could run both sheep and 
kangaroos on their proper 
ties, which would be a much 
more productive use of the 
land. 

"Of course, there is justi- 
fication for preserving the 
kangaroo species anyway, be- 
cause of it3 interest, but if 
farmers could be taught to 
regard it as an economic 
proposition rather than a 
pest it would be sure to sur 
vivr 

'The kangaroos would 
not have to be *fenced in T or 
mustered by dogs, hut could 
graze over a large area. Con- 
dition* and killing of tbetu 
would have to be strict U 
controlled, 

'Probably the only rea- 
son why this hasn't been 
oWe before is that no mar- 
ket was created for kanga- 
roo," 

As Director of National 
Parks and Wildlife, Di 
McMichael should have 110 
Trouble finding somewhere 
to go for his favorite type of 
holiday — camping in the 
bush with bis wife and two 
daughters. 

Baby Janet is only lix 
months old, but Dr. Mc 
Michael finds this an advan- 
tage rather than a drawback 

"Babies are easy to take 
camping, at they stay where 
they are put; it is when they 
reach the toddling age* lik<* 
Susan, who is 2$, that the 
hard work starts." 

What did his wife think 
of his new* job? 

"Helen is very happy 
about it, but as you can 
imagine, her main concern 
at present is the eonserva- 
tion of two liny children."

Two lights disguised by artificial 
flowers, illuminated the gold-and-whitr altar, 
150 Id candlesticks, white ' gohleU and six 
angrlii. 

The artful lighting created an ethereal, 
almost fairy-like effect. Tiers of .scalloped 
piping around the dome concealed the 
intricate wiring system, and artificial flowers 
hid the liirhi-Liulbs. 

The outside walls were iced in a weaving 
design to imitate stonework. 

Final touches were angels decorating the 
roof, a silver horseshoe on the dome tip, 
and the doll bridal party walking down the 
red-rarpetrd itep* of the church, 

ft was hard Lo keep the cake a secret 
from Ihr bride-to-be, Melvia Seychell, now 
Mrs. Joseph Tanti. Needless to say, she 
null absolutely thrilled when site saw it, 

Joseph and Melvia were married at St, 
Patrick's Church, Guildford, N.5.W., and 
the three bridesmaids were dressed in 
exactly the same color as the doll h rides- 
maids on the cake.

ONE day," her 
mother wotdd say, 
as the tiny child re- 
counted the day's radio 
serials to the family and 
neighbors, "our Gina 
will be an actress." 

r , > Four-year-old Gina Hinds 
liked the sound of thai. Yes. 
she thought, ape day she 
vrnuld be an actress. On the 
radio. 

For as long a* she could 
remember* lie radio had 
dominated her life. When 
she was three years old her 
parent* bought a milk bar in 
the Sydney suburb 0/ Kog- 
arah, and to keep die toddler 
out of the wi&y sat her be* 
side The wireless. 

Gina listened from 8.30 
a.m. to BJO p.m. every day, 
turning the knob from sta- 
tion to station, from program 
to program. She knew the 
radio timetable verbatim, 
and rarely missed a session. 

Some year* later, when an 
a r ring career scented beyood 
her reach, the derided that 
any fob on radio would dfi — 
script- writing, produrtjon, 
some musical program. 

Her determination and 
ambition never falierrd, 
although there were many 
disappointments, and tiroes 
when a career in radio 
termed unattainable, Especi- 
ally for a young blind girl. 

In the early stages oi 
pregnancy. Mrs. Hinds con- 
tracted prim an me aides and 
Gina was born virtually 
sightless. Today, she can it ill 
distinguish nhadows, light 
and dark, but it will only he 
a short time, die specialists 
say* until she is loiaJJy blind 
Once or twice Gina almnn 
gave up hoping. People* she 
discovered, were kind bur 
always wary about trusting a 
blind person to do a quali- 
fied job. 

Such occasions helped 
strengthen her purpose. She 
passed her School Certificate 
and found a job as a secre- 



tarY~rceeptionist in a w»lki- 
tors office. She was already 
a proficient typist — **I 
learned to type when I was 
eight and a boarder as St. 
Lucy** School lor thr Blind 
ai Wahfoonga" — and look 
dinrthnnd on a braille 
machme- 
lfi her snare time she lis- 
tened to the radio, studied 
broadcasting techniques, 
made practice tape-record- 
ings, wrote letters to people 
she thought mi^lit help her, 
and continued her music 
studies. 

ferrous 

Some weeks ago, though 
she is only 16, Gina re- 
ceived her first real break. 
The ARC offered a small fljut 
significant weekly assign- 
menL 

She was to iriUiscribe a 
prayer into braille, and read 
ir with her own piann accom- 
paniment on the Children's 
Session's weekly "Thinking 
Time. 11 

Friends had told me about 
Georgina Hinds, of her am- 
bition, and more especially of 
her resourref nines*. 1 met 
her somr lime later at her 
first recording session. 

The studio, large, stark, 
and impersonal as only a re- 
curding studio can be, made 
her seem very small and vul- 
nerable. She was nervous and 
distressed because she had 
made the same mistake twice 
during the introductory bars 
Of Bach's "JesUj Jny of Man's 
Desiring." 

Producer Richard Parry 
reassured her, his mellow 
Welsh voice echoing through- 
out the studio, Gina tried 
again, her small hands mov- 
ing precisely over the key- 
board; the music faded out, 
and (Liming to the micro- 
phi me the read thr prayer, 
running her fingers rapidly 
over the sheets of braille on 
the utile. 

Her voire is delightful — 
dear, lilting! and completely 
Linaffeeted. "Oh, 1 did study 



elocution." she told rne later. 
"I had seven lessons." 

Alter the four three- m in me 
tapes; were completed we sat 
and calked, Gina was still 
excited sfrout her success. 
"It's only a small pan, hut 1 
hope it will lead to bigger 
and better things/' she said. 
"At the moment I'm still 
working for the jjolichor, and 
will take rime off to record 
these programs." 

Gina accepts her blind- 
ness as far as it u possible 
for any vnrng teenager tu 
accept such a handicap. 'But 
I don't want people to feel 
sorry for me," she said 
vehemently. "I detest piry 
Anyway, 1 don't think I am 
to be pitied/' 

And she's not. Gina is too 
vital, too quick-wirtcd and 
enterprising to be pitied, .She 
has an el tin pre nines*, and 



apathy of Australian people, 
and irritated by the b;irricT 
they keep around die blind. 

While they arc syni pa- 
thetic, Gina feels they give 
little practical encourage- 
ment, adopting rather a 
condescending and insular 
altitude, 

"It mean* that interesting 
jobs are restricted," she said. 

But t knew what I wanted 
and. set out to get it" 

First she contacted Sydney 
radio station annminoT l)i<k 
Fair, hoping he could help 
her break Into the highly 
competitive field she had 
selected. There was little he 
could do. He was under- 
standing, and interviewed her 
or: tug program. Nothing 
came of ii. 

"Sometimes I felt I was 
going round in circles; — get- 
ting nowhere/' Gina said. A

On it 
were four sketches — she 
wrote three of them herself, 
and added her nwn piano 
accompaniment. She gave 
Portia's famous courtroom 
speech from "The Merchant 
of Venice/ 1 a discussion be- 
tween Teenagers and a small 
briv. one between foreigners, 
and another imitating the 
voices of old women.' 

"Then f found f was in 
much the same position as 
before/ 1 she said, "Nowhere 
to go and nobody to listen to 
the tape,"* 



Australian actor James 
Condon had long been a fav- 
orite of Gina's. She had 
heard his voice on radio and 
television programs often 
and decided ro write to him, 
If he couldn't help, then die 
planned trying her second 
favorite actor, Ron. Hari- 
ri ncli. 

So she asked her young 
brother to find Condon's 
address in the telephone 
directory — "Just hoping it 
was the right one" — and 
posted the letter. 

However* the actor was in 
Melbourne, and by the time 
the letter was redirected* 
and his replv posted, five 
weeks had elapsed. 

l ive weeks may sound a 
short time, but to me it was 
an eternity/' ihe said. "I was 
just about to give up hope 
whr-n his reply arrived." 

Condon** initial reaction 
was "another stage-struck 
girl." That was until he read 
the last line of Cina's leucn 
"By the way, 1 am bund." 

The only advice he could 
give her was to ring Mr. 
Ken Urine, the president of 
the Taking Book Auxiliary. 
"Maybe*" he wrote f "you 
could help record some of 
the books for the auxiliary's 
library, and." he added, "do 
keep on with your music 
studies* 1 * 

So Gina rang Ken Bruce, 
a marvcllnus man, blind him- 
self and constantly lighting 
battles for other blind people 
who have great ambiuou but 
few opportunities. 

In turn he referred her to 
Molly Warwick, wife of 
Mage-veteran John Warwick, 
who is an actress and teacher 
in^her own right. 

I knew Georgina had 
something as soon as I 
listened to her tape," said 
Molly Warwick, who was to 
prove an invaluable ally to 
the young girl. "It showed 
extraordinary imagination 
and initiative, and most of 
all hef beautiful voice. 

"First we had to overcome 
a big obstacle— Cina's silence. 
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She couldn't communicate 
with people; she would listen, 
then answer in monosyllables, 
which would ruin her chances 
of getting a job on the air/' 

Molly Warwick drove this 
point home over and over 
again. You must, she would 
tell her. /rive something. It 
cannot be one-sided. It's your 
fight, toir! 

"It wasn't that she was 
larking tenaciry/' Mrs. War- 
wick explained. "She would 
have a hash at anything but 
didn't know how to go about 
it. Il was just a matter of 
bringing her nut of her 
llusll ' 

Gina made an all-out 
effort. She made conversa- 
tion, She answered questions 
in full, laughed at Molly 
Warwick when she asked if 
she'd seen the morning paper 
— Trl frequently forget the 
i I old was blind" — and ac- 
cepted chastisement if *he 
slipped back to one-word 
answers. 

Beginning 

And when she fe't Gina 
was ready, Molly Warwick 
ted Richard Parry, and 
played the tape to him, and 
Gtna's radio career began.- 

"Now I've made another 
tape-recording which will 
possibly be used on the 
t'hildien's Session at a later 
date/' said Gina. "It « a Nor- 
wegian legend, which I 
abridged, and put to Grieg's 
music "

To soften the blow, he ex- 
plained that it isn't just 
people hut the perms l hey 
unwittingly carry around 
that prompt the security 
set-up. 

The biggest minimal 
disease piggery in Australia 
and one which arouses great 
interest m scientific and 
veterinary circles, Huntly 
Project is, as Dr. Smith puts 
it, "rations Irving a biological 
function." 

Irs aim is to breed as 
many healthy bacon pigs rfl 
the shortest possible ximr to 
supply to the bacon factory 
in Bendigo. To do this, riik 
of disease must foe reduced 
to an absolute minimum. 

• Manager of the 
H unify (Viv.} Project pig- 
gery, Or. Dudley Smith, 
tett, at work in his office. 



"We have ups and downs 
as you do wilh any stock, 
but by controlling disease, 
nutrition, and weaning, you 
expect to reach a much 
higher level of efficiency, 1 ' 
said Df. Smith, 

"Pigs are no more prone 
to disease than any other 
animal They can live with 
their own wogs as long as 
mi don't challenge, them by 
introducing some new a train, 

"In a completely closed 
herd like this, and under 
these intensive conditions, 
any outside disease germs 
which gain entrance could 
affect a lot of pigs very 
quickly." 

Rules carefully 

enforced 

When we visited the four 
big, self-contained, and 
mmpletely separate units of 
single-storey pig houses 
which make up the project, 
we were made aware of how 
tan -fully the rules are en- 
forced. 

We donned freshly laun- 
dered white drill coat 1 ! and 
special gum boots-. We made 
sure we trod in the shallow t 
concrete footbaths of dis- 
infectant, which are charged 
three or lour times a day, 
just inside the door of each 
concrete-floored house. 

The same precautions are 
taken by attendants who 



care for the pigs. Their ser- 
viceable, khaki overalls and 
boots are kept in a special 
c hanging-room, just injiide 
the fence which encloses each 
uniL 

To each of the four units 
500 of the project's 2000 
breeding sows come at care- 
fully controlled intervals to 
give birth to their piglets in 
special farrowing houses. 

They then move into dif- 
ferently designed fS iow and 
Utter" houses until iheir 
ha hie* are weaned at five 
weeks. After this, the 
mothers go back to a 
separate establishment to he 
mated again. 

Their offspring continue 
through the houses in the 
unit, each designed to ac- 
commodate rapidly growing 
piglcls who are expected to 
make 1701b, in I5fl days, 
when they are ready for 
market. 

Kvcry week there is a 
movement of 200 pigs in 
every home in each unit — 
all dan? to split-sec.mJ 
timing. 

At no time are the pigs 
outdoors, except when they 
walk along fenced, concrete 
paths which connect kite 
houses. Piglets arc trans- 
ferred a wheel barrow-toad 
at u time. 

"The* pigs arc penned for 
complete control/ 1 said Dr. 
Smith. "If they have no 
disease, running outside 
would not hurt them, but by 
penning, We have the con- 
trol we need lo maintain 
intensive care*" 

There will never be any 
blue ribbons to hang on the 
wall of the project's pig 
homes, although the breed- 
ing of their occupants is 
planned as carefully as that 
of any Royal Show cham- 
pion. 

For one thing, any animal 
which left the project could 
never return because of 
health reasons. 

The safety precautions 
which originally established 
this closed herd go hark to 
the beginning. 

Inmates of the unit* are 
the progeny of pure-bred 
animals bought from various 
Victorian studs. 

All the original animals 
were kept at a piggery at 
Ilendign, mated, and a few 
days before the time came 
for the sows to farrow 
moved to the Wcrriber Ani- 
mal Research Station, south 
of Melbourne. 

The piglets were born by 



hysterectomy, reared in 
completely aseptic condi- 
tions for three weeks, then 
brought to Huntly. 

From this stock, sowa and 
boars are now bred for the 
units. 

At Huntly there are no 
nurscry-rbyme-typc piglets 
who co old just happily take 
themselves off to market or 
Stay home if they wished . 

From the moment they 
enter the world they are 
watched, documented, and 
given highly individual care. 
Their mothers and fathers 
receive the same VIP treat- 
ment 

There is a definite 
"maternity ward" atmo- 
sphere in the huge farrowing 
houses, each accommodating 
24 sows who can produce 
up to 19 piglets each. 

"The average number is 
9.8 and the optimum size of 
a litter is 12" said Dr. 
Smith, k 'Big litters often 
contain little raggy piglets 
and losses rise, so you get 
fewer pigs m the long run." 

The whole birth process is 
carefully timed so that sows 
enter the farrowing house on 
a Friday and leave on thr- 
following Tuesday week. The 
babies they take with them 
can be cither seven days old 
or only two days, but, as Dr. 
Smith c* plains, sows which 
farrow on the same day 
share pens in the larger 
second -stage room. 

In peaceful 
tog etherness 

Here the 4ft01b. sows and 
their piglets thrive in 
peaceful togetherness. Unlike 
most animals, Mrs. Pig 
couldn't care less if all the 
babies who answer her "come 
to dinner" grunts are not 
her own. 

In fact, ai Beverly Stem- 
mer {alias "Tammy"), who, 
with Barbara Hewctt, is one 
of the two girl attendants at 
Huntly, cojifrssci, "Til often 
pop a little pig from a big 
litter in with those nf a sow 
who has fewer babies, and 
she is none the wiser," 

Despite the mass-produc- 
tion aspen, "Tommy" is 
emphatic (hat each mother 
becomes an individual to 
her. 

"Mostly they are pretty 
good when they're farrow- 
ing, but occasionally you get 
a young one who can be a 
bit frightened or savage," 
she said. 

"I find that juit by stay- 




ing with her and talking to 
her, I can calm her down." 

Tommy 11 and Barbara arc 
ward sisters, and, if neces- 
sary, mid wives to their huge 
charges and nursing sisters 
to their ear-splittingly vocal 
offspring, whose squeals 
make one long for earmuffs. 

The girls keep a discerning 
eye on any patient who 
doesn't seem to be doing as 
well as expected and report 
lo the veterinary surgeon 
who visits the project each 
day. 

Beside each pen is a clip- 
board containing full data on 
the occupant. In fart,, every 
pig in the project is fully 
documented from the day it 
is born to the day it leaves. 

Dr. Smith was responsible 
for the design of the various 
houies in etch unit. Tem- 
perature, ventilation, ami 
hygiene are controlled, and 
pens built so (hat cleaning 
and drainage is easily done. 

As each pen in every 
house is vacated, it is cleaned 
and disinfected ready for the 
new occupant or occupants. 

Temperature in the far- 
rowing houses is kept to a 
minimum for the sows. 

Each pen ha* a heated 
side section for the piglets, 
whose requirement is B0 de- 
grees.

As the piglets are weaned 
and go into community pen* 
according to their ages. Dr. 
Smith points out shat what 
he calls their "housekcep- 
ing" develops quickly. 

They wmild much rather 
he dean than dirty and pens 
are constructed with a solid 
floor at one end and slats 
at the other so the piglets 
-can become "house-trained " 

You find out that pigs are 
pretty smart, too. Each pen 
has a water faucet which 
they rjnittly I cam to operate 
with their iimiltha. 

Double weight 
in g week 

A scientist whose special- 
isatkm has always been pigs, 
which he regards with much 
more than clinical interest, 
Dr. Smith says it is fascin- 
aung to watch hii charges 
grow, put on weight, and de- 
velop good bones. 

"A good litter will double 
its weight in a week/* he 
said with satisfaction, "We 
feed our pig*, including 112 



stud boars, on pellets which 
contain wheat, wheatmeal, 
lucerne meal, soybean, and 
added minerals and vita- 
mins, ' 

"When they arc weaned, 
p igl ets begin with smaller 
pel J el a which have a higher 
protein content and are 
more easily digested. Gradu- 
ally a larger 'grown- prhV't" 
is introduced into their din. 

"Sows with hi ten can eat 
as much as they like. The 
idea is tin stop them losing 
any weight at alL 

' j ■.!-.! lie Tot e the pigs go 
aJl to market, wc go through 
them all and select the fait 
est growers,, measure their 
back fat with an ultrasonic 
probe, and choose our breed- 
ing animals. 

Jt At present, the Large 
White is oar best breed. 
Eventually, we'ii probably 
concentrate on three breeds. 

"Which dure will depend 
tin production results. We'll 
choose them when we have 
enough performance. daTa ro 
say, 'Right, these arc the 
three which serve us best.*" 

Seven men make up rhe 
inside staff in each unit at 
Hlirilly, Under the guidance 
of a unii manager, they arc 
trained to do every necessary 
job for the pigs. 

There are also four nut- 
side itajf men who cultivate 



anrne of the paddocks which 
separate the unitv growing 
mostly oats which arc fed to 
breed ing sows and keeping 
the surplus for hay. They 
also take rare of the many 
decorative trees which line 
the project's extensive system 
of linking roads. 

Only one staff mem ( per, 
the General Overseer, Mr. 
Frank Dyke, Jives in his own 
cottage on the property, 

Eventually four more cot- 
tages will be built and each 
unit manager will have one. 
At the moment, most of the 



staff cotnmute from the 
nearby settlement of Hunily 
or from Bendigo. 

Dr Swiith'j fascination 
wilh his weighty charges is 
obviously infectious. StalT 
members are enthusiastic, 
quick to say they enjoy their 
jobs, and proud of the visibly 
solid results they are obtain- 
ing. 

On paper tJicsc pigx may 
seem just so many carefully 
documented statistics. Out 
m their houses they are per- 
son^htie? to the people who 
tend them.

MAKE YOUR OWN GARDENING BOOK 

How to go about . . . 

Moving a tree or shrub 

Consider moving a tree or shrub that is in the way. It may 
be just what's needed in another part of the garden. 



JgQME dumbs Mad tm won't survive 
root damage if moved, but most 
nuke a good recovery if handled c art- 
fully, and moved when comparatively 
dormant, 

Midwinter i* thr sa/rsi time for imwi. 
Exceptions are semi-tropical or warmth- 
loving trees such as gardenias, ualfph*s. 
ami, in cool diitricu, hibiscus and citrus. 
The Latter two would be best moved in 
early spring, when the worst uf the 
cotd is over hut before new Kn^iti 
starts. 

Move conifers in late autumn. Wintrr 
is second choke, and huriy safe. They 
iwc comparatively easily if not too 
larxc. 

Trees that rarely survive moving in- 
clude many native eucalypti, wattles,

mmt Kftviliiaa, hanksias> pittusporums, 
and imports such as hseulia, viryiiia, 
bauhnua, daphne, pwralias, dwemas, etc 
The surest are the deciduous trees 
moved when dormant, but many hard- 
leafed evergreen* are also reasonably 
talc: CraHliay cicrus, eotoneaster, 
azalea*, bully, hinfetu*, most Tt bom una, 
raphiulcpK abelias, oleander*. The last 
rwo, especially, need to be cut fairly 
well hack.

With care, very large- trees can be 
moved successfully. In Japan, a small 
forest of native gingku* wa« moved lo 
landscape the Olympic Games, but there 
u a limit to the aiie vi tree worth mov- 
ing, especially for the hmnc gardener. 

A pan " from effort and manpower 
needed, I he shock may be so great, that 
although the tree survives, it makes poor 
gniwth and never pickl up. 

Large Wees should he conditioned 
gradually before 4 move, Mark a circle 
around them with a radius about four 
lime j ihr diameter of the trunk. Divide 
the circle into six or eight segments, 
and remove the sod in about a foot-wide 
trench from alternate segments. 

Foe trenched scrliont are refilled with 
well -composted soil and fertiliser after 
jagged roots have been cleanly trimmed. 
Three to sia month* later, trench the 
remaining Megmenti and treat as the 
first. 

The soil within this circle b kept well 
watered,, and new root growth mats in it. 
l*atcr, a wide trench can be made out- 
ride this area, the newly formed root ball 
wrap|>cd in hesaian, base roots severed, 
and the tree finally Jilted. 

Thij is rather tou involved for most 
home gardeners, but thr re is a modified 
version. For example, routs of the tree 
to be moved, could be severed gradually. 

First place a few short stakes to mark 
a circle round the trunk, its radius about 
four rimes the trunk s diameter Thus a 
tree with a trunk 3 in. across would be 
lurrmunded by a circle 12m. in radius 
or 24m. diameter — mvnJvmg quite a 
weight of soil. 



SMALL TREES. Plant* such as thin- 
Hemmed, tall causdJlaa should have this 
circle a minimum of 7 in. from the 
trunk. Young camellia* could be lifted 
right away, but for more doubtful ones, 
try this: Spade down almost vertically, 
but sloping slightly under the plant, to 
full spade depth, at alternate sparing* 
around (he circle. The idea is to cut 
half the lateral roots. 

A lew months later, if it is a safe 
time to make the move, spade the entire 
circle again, this time an inch or to out- 
side rather than iitude the mark. 

Where the soil ball is only about Hin. 
across, the plant usually can br lifted by 
spading around again and levering tip 
gradually. Slip the root ball on to I 
sheet of canvas or hessian and carry the 
plant on this to its new prepared site. 
The new hole needs to be 1ft wider 
than the root ball, or there will he un 
room to pack properly with soil, and 
dry air spaces may prevent new roots 
from developing. Make sure that the tree 
is not replanted deeper than before. 

LARGE TREES AND SHRUBS. 

Here, the depth of the initial ipading 
needs to be deeper— about the same as 
the radius of the surrounding cut. This 
calls for a trench rather than spade cuts. 

Most deciduous trees can be dug and 
moved safety in one operation, but for 
large evergreens it is safer to trench 
about halfway around the tree, taking 
nut a segment un either side. Cut large 
roots cleanly with a pruning saw. 

Fill in for at least a few months, then 
open the complete trench when ready to 
move the tree. This trench will need 
to be widened to 18in. or so in two or 
three sections, allowing room to spade 
under and cut rooU below the soil hall. 

Also, cut weil down on one side, form- 
■ big a ramp so the tree can be 
manoeuvred out more easily. 

After cutting in well under the root 
ball, rock the pUnt on to one side. 
Try moving it by levering below the 
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root .ball with a stout pole, uiing a wide 
piece of board to spread its force so 
it doesn't bite into soil and roots. 

Once the tree is movable, rock it on 
to a sheet of canvas or hntian and drag 
it out. The correct^ .procedure is to 
wrap the root bail carefully in hessaan, 
then bind with stout ropes which are 
tied to a hessian-bound part of the trunk. 
Lash lengths of timber under these ropes 
as carriers. 

If the move is only a' short one, the 
tree can be half dragged, half carried 
on a bag without elaborate wrapping. 

You can ipade off a fair amount of 
the outer soil on deciduous trees, but 
for evergreens keep the root ball as in- 
tact as possible. 

Points to note: Whether a tree is dor- 
mant or not, you must keep thr roots 
moist during the move. If there is any 
delay, hose frequendy with a fine sp ray, 
or cover with wet sacking. 

When moving a plant, ihe soil should 
be just cUmp. The rom ball will then 
hold together easily. 

When a plant's root area has been 
suddenly reduced, it will have a better 
chance of survival tf ihe lop growth is 
pruned back to reduce foliage. This 
IcMcnS the demand on the roots. 

Remove about two- thirds of the foliage 
of a large evergreen, pulling leaves off 
it you don't want to cut branches. Re- 
move young, sappy growth, as this is 
the most demanding - although the move 
mould be carried out before this appear*. 

Young evergreens such as camellia* 
won 1 1 need pruning if moved carefully. 

Vigorous lop canes of deciduous trees- 
are usually shortened by two- third*. 

Root* 0/ azaleas and rhododendrons 
are close to the surface. In this case 
spade well out, if possible almost to 
below the outer foliage, hut go down 
only about Sin. Then slant in nearly 
laterally below the plant 

Lift gradually all round until it moves 
freely, then slide on to a sheet of gal- 
vanised iron or a wide board.

of smoke from jti9t-bi kitchen fires in the still morning air. 
because their are fewer fuel sioves and more electricity— - 
and how glad the farmer's wife must be of THAT no a 
freezing cold morning with pre- breakfast chord to fa dune. 

Things Itave changed inside the trains, loci, It wasn't so 
very long ago that, even in a Alecprr, you had lo choose 
between near-suEocatton or a thick powdering of cinders 
over everything by the Time you woke. 

Personally, my idea of hell on a train trip (and there 
must be dozens of young mothers ttiffrriflg it every nighi | 
h sharing a rather narrow sleeping berth wins a small child 
who can't sleep a wink unless its large doll has its head 
on the pillow, too — a clear case of two's a crowd and three's 
a sleepless nighi for Mam. 

In Kay's young days I made a lot *>/ trips like thai. I 
vstd to pray that some day she'd fall for something mail 
in thf wfty of a doll, but she liked tkern big, and she liked 
them kepi warm and comfortable. 

Railwoy carriages had 
primitive beginnings 

HAVE you ever wondered why it is we travel in 
railway carTiages? Apparently the first were 
built as copies of horse carriages,, with the same 
sort of seating and die same sort of springing. 

Those who preferred ihcir own carriage* when they 
travelled by train simply had them slrapjx-d ui a flat rail- 
way truck, put their horses m the horse van, and whizzed 
along ihr line in privacy — and a howling wind—at 30 tniles- 
au hour. 

Surtees, who wrote "HandJey Gross 1 * in 18+3, gavv this 
description of the arrival of his hero, Mr. Jorrncks, at 
Datton Railway Station: 

"The engine and tong train rounded the base, ilir engine 
smoking and snorting like an exasperated crocodile. The 
guard*/ red coat on the engine is vuuble . . . next his gold 
hatband appears. Seven first-class passenger carnage* 
follow the engine, all smart, clean, and yellow; next come 
ten srcond-class ones, green, with covered tops and hair- 
covered sides. Cattle-pent follow, holding sheep, swine, 
don key t, and poultry; then comes an open platform * . , 
with a nondescript one-horse vehicle con taming a fat man 
in a low -crowned hat. two ladies muffled up in cloaks, and 
a good-looking tcrvant-maioV' 

From the beginning, America wept in for far more 
sociable railway travel, with long cars thai Tarried brgr 
number* of assorted people, Somr European travellers 
found this better man their own small, private carriages 
where iney were locked in at the beginning and Irt nut at 
the end of the journey. 

Some found it uncomfortable, if 001 indecent, in be 
thrown inlo such pfo*imi(y with others and claimed it 
gave them the nervous fidgets to sit staring at a stranger 
for so long, 

One traveller who journeyed from New York to Chirago 
in one of George Pullman "i Silver Palace Cam in 1875 
was very scathing about them, despite the fact that she 
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travelled first-class and with a sleeping-berth. She 
wrote . ► • 

"T met with no silver whatever in these cars; the fittings, 
lamps, Ixtlts, hinges, door-handles, etc., were of the white 
metal called pinchbeck or Britannia metal, and the palaces 
were lilted up in die ordinary hotel style, die Moor 
carpeted and oU-dothcd, the seat velvet-covered. 

"Each passenger occupied just so many feet as would 
suflfice tn stow away his person in sitting during ihe day, 



or recumbent at uiglil + for the bed is constructed by turning 
down the back of the seat; the iron stanchions, which may- 
be considered silver hed-pos.lt, brim? so lia,rd rk*J ihe> form 
another berth near the (op of the car, so that two person* 
who have sat vis-a-vis during the day elongate Lhemselvca 
over and under each ulhct at night, according to taste or 
agiliry m f limbing, irrespective of sr%." 

Bad luck abruil no silver on the Silver Palaces hul tbry 
must have been more comfortable tlnui English train-, 
whkh didn't even boast WCs at th't% time- Ladies making 
long journeys rather naturally preferred lo travel m 
"Ladies Only*' carriages carrying with them a round 
wicker basket which contained a chamber-pot.

WHILE browsing through an American magazine, Mrs, M. -L 
Lehmann sow a house which she felt would be perfect for 
the tree-filled block of land she and her husbond had bought at 
PymbJe, N.S.W. It was a big house with marble interior walls and 
floors, and exterior walls of glass thot seemed to bring the trees 
right inside. 

When architect Robert Murray told her such a house would 
cost obout $90,000 she was bitterly disappointed — but not for 
long. Mr. Murray came up with this modern three- bed room home 
as an alternative, and the Lehmanns were completely satisfied 
with the design — and the cast, which met their moderate budget. 

Onfy one of the beautiful gum trees <some are 120ft. tall) 
was removed from the site. Some are incorporated into the design; 
three grow through the high front veranda, three mare through 
the timber-decked courtyard at the rear of the house, 

Through the glass walls, on two sides of this courtyard 
Mrs Lehmann con enjoy the changing beauty of the trees in the 
terraced garden whether she is in the kitchen, the living-rooms, 
or the gallery- 1 ike entrance hall. She can also keep an eye on 
her two small children at piay. 

"The courtyard is wonderful for entertaining/ 1 she said. 
"My husband puts a couple of sheets of hardboard on the deck, 
sprinkles them with talcum powder, and we have a dance floor." 

The entrance hall completely separates the living area from 
the bedroom wing, All three bedrooms have sliding glass doors 
ta the garden and the children can come in for their toys or at 
bath time without running through the living oreo. 

So much gloss helps to moke the 1 4-squore house seem 
remarkably spacious. So does the color scheme — mainly white 
with bold color accents including Mrs. Lehmann's favorite orange. 

Maintenance costs were taken into account when choosing 
building marenals. Exterior wails, other than glass, are natural 
white brick, doorframes and windowframes ore aluminium, and 
floors are taltowwood, plostiosed for easy care.
